The  maximum  mintage  for  this  coin  is 
set  at  25,000  units.

The  America  the  Beautiful  Five-Ounce  Silver  Uncirculated  Coins  are  collector  versions  of  those  issued  through  the  America 
the  Beautiful  Silver  Bullion  Coin™  Program.  The  designs  featured  on  the  five-ounce,  three-inch  uncirculated  and  bullion 
coins  are  exact  duplicates  of  those  appearing  on  each  corresponding  circulating  quarter  issued  through  the  America  the 
Beautiful  Quarters®  Program.

Struck  in  .999  fine  silver,  these  coins  display  the  "P”  mint  mark  indicating  production  at  the  United  States  Mint  at 
Philadelphia.  To  protect  the  uncirculated  finish,  each  coin  is  enclosed  in  a  capsule  and  an  attractive  presentation  case.  A 
Certificate  of  Authenticity  is  included. 

The  United  States  Mint  was  created  by  Congress  in  1792.  This  year  marks  the  bureau’s  220th  anniversary.  The  United  States 
Mint  is  the  Nation’s  sole  manufacturer  of  legal  tender  coinage  and  is  responsible  for  producing  circulating  coinage  for  the 
Nation  to  conduct  its  trade  and  commerce.  The  United  States  Mint  also  produces  proof,  uncirculated  and  commemorative 
coins;  Congressional  Gold  Medals;  and  silver,  gold  and  platinum  bullion  coins.
